MAIL ROBBERIES !! 

As the eastern Mail due 
at Baitimore, on Saturda 
last, the 25th ult. did not ar 
rive in time, a suspicion was 
entertained that it had been 
robbed—and information was 
svon reeelved that the horses 
employed in conveying it 
were found tied to a tree a- 
bout three miles from the ci- 
ty. The mail. is at present 
transported by a carriage 
prepared for the purpose, and 
not in stages—the general 
preference of travelling in the 
steam boats rendering the 
latter mode unprofitable to the 
contractors. 

The alarm was instaatly 
Parties of patriotic 
citizens went out immediate- 
ly. on the invitation of Mr. 
Skinner, the post master, to 
scour the country in All direc- 
tions. The driver, mail and 
carriage were found about 
eicht anda balf miles from 
the city, ma thicket near 
the road, Where a quantity of 





raised, 


brush-woeod had been laid to 


obstruct it. "Phe driver was 
discovered with his arms ex- 
tended and fastened to trees, 
murdered, by a bullet wound 
end two stabsin his breast! ! 
The mailbag cut open and 
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eS 


rifled, and the fragments of 
letters strewed upon the 
ground. 

The situation of the horeeca 
indicated that the murderers 
aud robbers had retired from 
the horrid deed towards Bal. 
timore—heavy rewards were 
offered for the discovery of 
the wretches——every body 
was on the alert, for all were 
deeply interested in detect- 
ing the flagrant offenders; and, 
on the afternoon of the saine 
day, two persons were ar- 
rested and committed to jail, 
charged with the murder and 
robbery. One of them named 
Perry Hutton, a native of 
Delaware, formerly a well 
known stage driver, who late- 
ly broke jail at Richmond 
where he had been confined 
for kidnapping; the other a 
certain Morris N. B. Hull, 
a native of New-York, pas- 
sing fora doctor. On their 
persons was found more than 
6600 dollars, and their trunks 
heing examined, 10,000 dol- 
lars more were recovered, 
a considerable part in half 
notes. They are both young 
men about 24 vears of age, 
and had arrived at Baltimore 
froin New-York onthe Tues- 
day preceding. Other per- 
eons were taken up on sus- 
picion ef being accomplices, 
hut discharged. In the af- 
fair of the murder, Hutton 
end Hull maintained an obsti- 
nate silence. The belief is 
irresistable that the muurder- 
ed man, wWhese mame Was 
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Jolin Heaps, knew Hutton, 
which caused his death. 

The amount of money ob 

tained by them most be con 
jectural—it is thought he 
ever. nearly all Wy been re 
covered. All the letters or 
paris of letters ascertained to 
be for the Baltimore — office, 
which have come to hand, 
were delivered. "Phe pack- 
ets and letters intended for 
other offices, were forwarded 
to the Sene | ral post office, for 
examination and = distribu- 
tion.
